SENDS UP WAIL 
FOR REGULATION 


Sees Anthracite Industry 
as Public Utility. 


BY ‘ARTHUR spree 


The 160,000 striking enthenns att 
ers are digging in for a finish fight, 
the operators are stil] sticking against 
Gov. Pinchot’s peace proposals, busi- 
ness in the hard coal belt is shot to 
pieces, and the region itself is begin- 
ning to reécho with cries that the an- 
thracite industry, a natural monopoly, 
should be regulated as a public util- 
ity. 

Apparently everybody in the district 
fervently wishes the strike was set- 
tled. Chambers of commerce are run- 


ning around trying to bring about an 
agreement, but the deadlock is just as 
tight as it was when it started fifteen 
weeks ago. 

To observers who have been knock- 
ing around in labor controversies for 
years, it looks like one of the most 
senseless industrial suspensions in 
many a year. Regardless of who is 
right or wrong, the tieup is choking the 
goosé that has been laying the golden 
eggs through the use of substitute 
fuels by the consuming public. 


Anthracite Lurury Fuel. 


Anthracite, when all is said and 
done, is a luxury fuel. The bulk of 
the output is burned in domestic use, 
most of it in the east. Ag yet the 
public has felt little pinch. Unofficial 
surveys indicate 70 per cent of the con- 
sumers have stpplies in their bins. 

Only 30 per gent are up against it, 
and these are becoming so versed in 
the use of gas, bituminous coal and 
oil, that they may make the change 
permanent. It would mean a lessened 
demand and a smaller market for hard 
coal, and this is what Governor Pin- 
chot and others have beer pointing 
out in declaring that the present con- 
troversy threatens the entire anthra- 
cite industry. 

On the fringe is a dash of politics. 
Pinchot is regarded ag a potential, al- 
though unannounced, candidate for the 
senatorial nomination against Senator 
George W. Pepper. Most of the oper- 
ators are ranked among the governor's 
opponents in state politics. If Pinchot 
managed to effect a settlement it would 
add to his political strength. By many 
this is regarded as one possible reason 
why his proposals, after bein ac-! 
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| cepted by the miners, were thrown wet Leen own their own homes, Of the 

homes owned, 65 per. cent are free 
from mortgages. Most of them have 
been able to plit by something for a 
rainy day or a period of unemploy- 
ment and, as yet, little pinch has 
been felt in the district.
